day, according to Dr. Kristin* Mann, 
head of the health center tor -wom- 
en in New York city under the di- 
rection of the Y. W. C. A. From 
an examination she recently com- 
pleted of more than 1,000 women 
and girls employed in gainful occu- 
pations in factorie* and business 
houses, Dr, Mann points out thut 
industrial conditions We not the 
only factors In the rapid deteriora- 
tion of health among the girl*. Un- 
happy home conditions and mal-ad- 
justmonts to life generally rank as 
handicap:, she said. 


"Many of our so-called working 


girls suffer acutely from unhappi- 
ncss and friction in their family 
lives." said Dr. Mann, who is daily 
and nightly helping girl* and wom- 
en back to better heuth. "A girl'* 
health depends very jreatly on hei 
mental attitude; If *he i* suffering 
from mental strain, there is bound 
to be a marked reaction in her phy- 
sical condition. The time has pass- 
od when an unmarried girl of 25 is 
regarded as doomed to 
spinster- 


hood. Her pay_ envelope gives her *
